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Cigarettes and Cancer 


A startling revelation concerning 
the relationship of cigarette smok- 
ing to lung cancer among men was 
recently brought out at the meet- 
ing of the American Cancer So- 
ciety in Memphis. Jt was reported 
in a study of 200 male sufferers of 
cancer that 95.5 per cent of them 
had been heavy smokers for twenty 
years! Research doctors, apparently 
dreading the wrath that would fall 
upon them from the powerful cigar- 
ette trusts, attempted to soften the 
blow to the cigarette business by 
emphasizing the fact that there 
were many cancer patients who did 
not smoke cigarettes and that there 
were plenty of smokers that do not 
have cancer! But the enormous 
part that increased cigarette con- 
sumption has had in the increase 
of cancer in America remains the 
emphatic message in this report. 


According to the N. Y. Times, 
one of the few papers that gave any 
space to this report, a discussion 
among leaders in the field revealed 
that twenty-five years ago cancer 
of the lung was less frequent in hu- 
man beings (when cigarette con- 
sumption was only a fraction of 
the present rate) and the difference 
in the ratio of its occurrence as 
between men and women, was neg- 
ligible. Whereas today it is second 
only to stomach cancer among men 
cancer victims, and some evidence 
indicates that it may already rank 
first in its toll among male cancer 
victims. And the ratio of its oceur- 
rence among men, as compared 
with women, has risen to from 
eight to one to as high as twenty- 
five to one in the last twenty years. 

A grant from the American Can- 
cer Society made possible this first 
thoroughly documented study of 
the smoking habits of 200 male 
patients with lung cancer, com- 
pared with the smoking habits of 
500 male patients of the same age 
group who did not have lung can- 
cer. Directors of the studies were:

M*** PHYSICAL POWERS have been developed to such gigantic 
proportions that unless his thought and action are brought under 
moral and spiritual controls, the men who know our physical powers best 
have grave doubts of man’s capacity to survive.

X-Ray and Forecast 


HERE ARE WE GOING? Keep these things in mind if you want 

to see where we are going: When it became evident that the Com- 
munist leaders of Russia were going to block and frustrate our own con- 
cepts and plans for the post-war world, our Government led out in an 
attempt to block all Communist expansion by military containment. We 
tried it in Greece, Turkey, China and elsewhere, — and got so involved, 
with the prospective costs so enormous, that we saw another way must 
be found. 

THE TRUMAN PLAN OF MILITARY CONTAINMENT was 
thus replaced by the Marshall Plan which has been a worthy and intelli- 
gent effort to stop communism by strengthening the economic life of the 
distressed people of Europe. But the Marshall Plan has become increas- 
ingly handicapped by cross-currents of nationalism and selfishness at 
home and abroad until it seemed impossible to keep the hungry masses 
of Europe from turning to communism in a final desperate effort to im- 
prove their lot. 

So the Atlantic Pact was hastily set up to meet this threat. But 
it is a deception to say that the Atlantic Pact is an enlargement of the 
Marshall Plan. The Atlantic Pact is simply a plan to re-arm the western 
nations with American armaments — when we have drawn from the 
others all the armaments they can possibly provide. Instead of enlarging 
the Marshall Plan, it will quickly begin to undermine the Marshall Plan 
as the re-armament of Europe draws off the manpower and goods so des- 
perately needed for the restoration of Europe. This is one of the major 
points of the pact that is being kept clouded before the eyes of the 
American people. 

The next most important factor is the secret agreements that every 
informed person knows exist in the pact concerning air bases. 

THE TENSIONS between the U. S. and Russia over the Atlantic 
Pact centers at this writing on the utilization of air bases by American 
air power in Norway — positions that bring American air power within 
a short distance of northern Russian cities. 

Of course all this has been kept covered up on this side by smooth 
diplomatic phrases and by the publicity concerning negotiations with 
more distant Greenland and Iceland for the use of air bases in those 
areas. But all the polite diplomatic evasions about the meaning of “mili- 
tary cooperation” and mutual assistance under the Atlantic Pact do 
not camouflage the real issue. 

All military men in Washington and Moscow know that the U. S. 
has the same intentions relative to Norway as we have fulfilled in Greece 
and Turkey. True enough, it is not 100 per cent accurate to say that we 
have big American bomber air bases established in Greece, Turkey and 
other points of the eastern Mediterranean. But it is also just as false

Good News 


One of the most important an- 
nouncements of recent months is 
the United Nations plan for a 
world-wide broadcasting system, 
hurdling nationalistic iron curtains 
and enjoying direct access to radio 
listeners throughout the globe. 
Such plans are now being perfected 
by the Secretariat under the direc- 
tion of Secretary-General Trygve 
Lie. Approved in principle by the 
General Assembly last fall, the pro- 
ject is reported as being delayed 
only by the meagerness of the UN 
budget which can’t meet the cost 
of 8 million dollars. An interesting 
footnote to this figure is the fact 
that Congressman Mundt recently 
suggested that the U. S. spend 50 
million dollars every year on the 
“Voice of America.” 

The radio is one weapon than can 
defeat communism, for, try as they 
may, the Kremlin fanaties cannot 
fight truth. Observers in Europe 
have returned highly enthusiastic 
over the results of the “Voice of 
America” broadeasts. It is a prov- 
able fact that many Russian civil- 
ians and military — some of high 
rank — have deserted through the 
iron curtain because of the enlight- 
ening influence of broadeasts that 
told the truth about democratic 
ideals and Christian freedom. The 
fact that such a very few Russians 
have any opportunity to flee would 
indicate the vast amount of unrest 
and turmoil such broadcasts can 
and no doubt have stirred up. 

This new UN broadcasting pro- 
posal puts the finger on important 
points of American policy. Will we 
continue to go our own way, paying 
lip service to the UN but in every 
important decision acting inde- 
pendently of the UN and to its 
great detriment, — to achieve our 
own particular nationalistic aims? 
Few Americans realize to what a 
disastrous extent we have done this, 
but foreign leaders and the foreign 
press have much to say on that sub- 
ject. Will we give cooperation to 
the UN radio plan commensurate

prepared in such a manner that they CAN BE transformed into big 
American bomber attack centers in a matter of a few hours. The method 
has been to help the Greeks and Turks fix up their own air bases, furnish 
them with a few of our big but slightly obsolete bombers, and then, with 
American experts and material, reconstruct their air fields, widen their 
run-ways, build big supply depots all under the Greek or Turkish flag - 
with the clear understanding that, if war with Russia comes, in a matter 
of a few hours the whole works would be swarming with big new Ameri- 
‘an bombers and tens of thousands of American personnel, becoming in 
effect a major attack center for nearby Russian cities. 

It is this thinly camouflaged procedure which has caused newsmen 
to sometimes refer to American air bases in Greece, Turkey, ete., and 
which in turn has given grounds for American military diplomats at 
home to piously brush aside such references as being “somewhat inac- 
curate.” Do they think the hard-headed military tyrants in Moscow are 
being fooled ? 

This point is causing much of the tension over the Atlantie Pact. 
Uur military leaders are shaping up the same plans for Norway and of 
course that to the Russian mind is an outright aggression they view 
it as we would if the Russians were in Meixeo and Canada and estab- 
lishing thinly veiled attack centers close to American cities. 


We are grateful that other voices have at last begun to protest on 


this issue, although most of the press and radio remain silent. But Sum- 
ner Wells, economist James Warburg, author Pearl Buck and many 


others have spoken out. The newest important voice is that of John Foster 
Dulles, noted Republican and expert on foreign affairs, who raised a 

protest the Cleveland Federal Couneil of 
Churches. Dulles did more than condemn the over-emphasis of the mili-

tary. He pointed out the amazing fact which we have also often mention- 
ed, that Russia does not even contemplate trying to spread communism 
by the Russian armed forees. This is amazing in view of the fact that 
our leaders can’t seem to think of Russia except in military terms. 

Said Mr. Dulles, “I do not know of any responsible high official in 
this government or any other government who really believes that the Soviet 
plans conquest by open military aggression.” 

Put that down by all the military bluster the American people 
hear day after day, to keep them whipped up to a point of hysteria so 
they will back all the extreme military measures that are held before 
them. Mr. Dulles continued, “We should not let our military might move 
to the very borders of Russia in Seandinavia ... The Soviet then would 
feel justified in self-defense to use its armies if it felt the Russian home- 
land was menaced,” and the noted statesman added that we could not 
blame the Russians for acting as we would act ourselves under similar 
circumstances. 


TLANTIC PACT AND UN: The American people have not been 

told the truth about the relationship of the new Atlantie Paet and 

the United Nations. American officials have made eloquent and reassur- 

ing speeches about how the Atlantie Pact fits in beautifully with the UN 

set-up. But that is mostly like putting butter on burnt toast as far as 
the feeling goes in the corridors of the UN. 


It is true that the UN provide 8 for such security agreements to be 
made. But it also has been considered paramount that such pacts be a 
part of and a projection of the offices of the UN. That has not been the 
case with the Atlantic Pact and no one pretends that it has. Those UN 
leaders who have pledged their lives to make the UN a successful agency 
of peace would not feel so strongly on the matter were it not for the fact 
that the U.S., in every instance where its own welfare has been particu- 
larly involved, has gone on its own to introduce extreme measures of dip- 
lomatie and military action as in the ease of the vast military aid to 
Greece, to Turkey, and other action in the Near and Far East. There 
is thus known to be disappointinent and not a little bitterness ou the part 
of UN officials, — even among such distinguished officials as the UN 
Secretary General, Trygve Lie. 


But what is still more important, fhe Association for 
the UN — a group of leading Amerieai

instrument of peaceful negotiation but would augment the split between 
the eastern and western worlds. The Soviet could only be expected to 
counter in self-defense and tighten its grip on the large areas of the 
world it now holds, and thus, instead of bringing the world closer to 
peace, the Pact could greatly heighten the tension that leads towards war. 

UMMARY FROM PALESTINE: The American public has heard 

little about how the final turn of events in Palestine has completely 
upset some of the most important calculations and plans of American and 
British military diplomacy. A year ago it was firmly believed that the 
Jews would be overwhelmed by the military strength of the Arab nations, 
bound together under the British-sponsored Arab League. The British 
had also secretly armed the Trans-Jordan forces to spearhead the general 
Arab attack on Israel. To erystalize their plan further, the British also 
made a secret long-term alliance with the Trans-Jordan king who had 
been a few years ago a buddy of the Nazis! British officers led the Trans- 
Jordan army, and the British diplomats were prepared to move in behind 
the Trans-Jordan forces to render the Jewish Zionist movement impotent 
and wall in the Jews in some insignificant spot where they would be 
harmless and helpless while controls over the Near East and Suez were 
once more placed in the hands of the London foreign office. 

SWITCH TO EGYPT: But when the Trans-Jordan forees show- 
ed little desire to face the fury of the fanatical but skilfully led Zionist 
rag-tag armies, the British had to make a quick switch of their support 
to Egypt. Jews in New York published documentary evidence showing 
how the British quickly shipped large quantities of arms and munitions 
to the newly reorganized Egyptian armed forees who were to form the 
second wave of the United Arabian attempt to stop the establishment of 
the Israeli State. 

EGYPTIAN FAILURE: But the Egyptian attack proved no 
more formidable than the faltering efforts of Trans-Jordan. With both

Winston Churchill occasionally 
lets it slip that he was an admirer 
of Mussolini. In his memoirs now 
appearing in American  publica- 
tions, said the former Prime Minis- 
ter, “At the time I was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer under Mr. Bald- 
win in the years after 1924 
I did what I could to preserve the 
traditional friendship between Italy 
and Britain. I made a debt settle- 
ment with Count Volpi which con- 
trasted very favorably with the ar- 
rangements made with France. I 
received the warmest expression of 
gratitude from the Duce, and with 
difficulty escaped the highest decor- 
ation. Moreover in the conflict be- 
tween Fascism and _ Bolshevism 
there was no doubt where my sym- 
pathies and convictions lay. On the 
two occasions in 1926 when I met 
Mussolini our personal relations 
had been intimate and easy.”

The British and American military planners missed their esti- 
mates on all fronts in Palestine and now are very much worried over the 
whole situation because the new strategically placed State of Israel has 
plenty of reasons to be anti-British and anti-American — as well as pro- 
Russian. In the midst of the double-crossing the Zionists got from the 
British they finally received help in the form of arms from Russia through 
Czechoslovakia in the hours of their greatest need. President Truman, 
quick to sense the drift, jumped to recognize Israel, which was appreciated 
by the Zionist leaders, although they considered it a bouquet proffered 
in the daylight from the same hands that had tossed brick bats in the dark. 

RUSSLVS SHADOW: In considering the prospects of war with 
Russia the situation is now loaded with unfavorable aspects for the U. S. 
and Britain. Because the people of Israel are, on the average, so much 
better educated and more able and aggressive than the Arab population, 
it is admitted that in a brief time the Jewish state, with extensive indus- 
trial resources available in the Dead Sea area, will completely dominate 
the Near East.

Church and State 


The Roman Catholic attitude to- 
wards the relationship of Church 
and State was clearly stated ac- 
cording to New York Times, De- 
cember 5, 1948, by Bishop Donahue 
of New York City, who said that 
“the enemies of religion have 
manufactured the principle of 
separation of Church and State in 
order to oppose religion.” This was 
said in an attack against the 
Protestant leaders’ insistence that 
Catholic control as well as all re- 
ligious domination be kept out of 
the public schools of America. 

Catholic Education vs. Public 
Schools: The Catholic leaders 
often deny that they seek any con- 
trol over American education — 
yet what happens when they have 
opportunity for control? The an- 
swer was recently found in many 
communities of New Mexico where 
non-Catholic citizens, believing that 
the Roman Catholic Chureh sought 
only “equality and justice”, permit- 
ted the Roman Catholic leaders to 
earry out their educational pro- 
gram unopposed. For that matter, 
it should be added that these were 
im communities predominately 
Catholic and where Protestants 
had found themselves under attack 
for “intolerance and bigotry” when 
they had dared to oppose the in- 
trusion of Catholic interests into 
the schools. 

So non-Catholie groups drifted 
along and let the Catholic leader- 
ship have its way. When the awak- 
ening came, in 28 different com- 
munities the public schools were 
completely taken over by the nuns 
and priests, salaries were being 
paid to them by tax funds. Catho- 
lic doctrines and catechism were 
being taught to all children and 
forced upon non-Catholic children 
as part of the school curriculum. 
Roman Catholic religious emblems 
were being displayed prominently 
in the class rooms and some public 
school classes had even been trans- 
ferred to church-owned buildings 
and free text books were being sup- 
plied to the parochial schools by the 
state funds. 

The non-Catholic groups finally 
came to life, brought legal action 
which was finally culminated by 
judgment pronounced in the Dis- 
trict Court of Santa Fe, New Mexi- 
co, on March 12th. The Judge of 
the court ruled that both State and 
Federal constitutional rights of 
religious and educational freedom 
had been violated, that the over 100 
Catholic priests and nuns who had 
so violated the constitution “shall 
forever be barred from receiving 
any school monies and employment 
in the public schools of the State.” 
Although the United Press and As- 
sociated Press both released brief 
reports of this judgment on March 
12th, few papers or radios picked 
it up.
